Qne Man Shot to Death in 
Row: Another Bufchered 
by Four. 


ALDERMEN BACK DR. NANCE 


tgaders Express Favor of Drastic 
Ordinance to Cut Off Deadly 
Weapon Supply. 


WAYOR ONLY STUMBLING BLOCK 


Two more murders yesterdmy were added to 
the deadly weapon toll in Chicago. 

While aldermen were busy drafting ordi- 
pances designed to cut off the gun supply 
of reckless and irresponsible men, revolvers 
continued to pop. 

When the city council meets tonight and 
considers drastic measures to check gun- 

men, the aldermen will have before them 
the records of two fresh assassinations—one 
with a revolver, the other with knives—both 
with illegal, deadly weapons. 

A Black Hand edict is believed by the 
police to be the cause of the shooting of 
Pasquale Marone of 701 De Koven street by 
Thomas Colacicko, another Italian, in Acollo 
Romindo’s saloon at 930 Blue Island avenue. 
Colacicko’s bullet passed through Marone’s 
neck near the jugular vein. Colacicko, after 
he had fired the shot, dashed out of the front 
door into the arms of Patrolman Richard 
Behrens, who arrested him. Marone died 
after being taken to the county hospital. 


Four Men Kill Man. 

Another Italian murder, described by the 
police as the most brutal ever committed in 
the north side settement, added to the deadly 
weapon toll. It occurred at night at Chaet- 
ham court and West Elm street. Am uniden- 
tiled man about 28 years old was killed with 
knives. The death struggle was witnessed 
by Mrs. Nellie Gaughan of 1221 Otis street, 

"who caléd the police. 

The man had apparently been lured to the 
lonely spot on the edge of the Italian gettle- 
ment. 

He struggled with his murderers, but 
one of them stabbed him in the abdomen. 
Two of the men then held his arms while 
one of the others drew a knife across the 
victim's neck, almost severing his head from 
his body. Even his collar and tie were cut 
by the sharp knife. 


Revolver in Victim’s Pocket. 

When the police arrived they found the 
dead Italian lying in the street with a loaded 

' Fevolyer sticking from his pocket. 

“Tt was horrible,’ the woman said. ‘* The 
man who was stabbed pleaded for mercy, but 
bis murderers only cursed him.”’ 

Richard Gorman of 642 West Elm street, 
who heard Mrs. Gaughan’s cries, chased the 
men down the alley for a short distance. 
They threatened him if he followed them and 
he abandoned the pursuit. But the men were 
chased by some others and several shots 

_ Were fired, but they escaped. 
Ten men, four of them Italians, armed with 


revolvers, were taken into custody a short 
time after the murder was committed. The 
Italians who were armed are: Peter Onor- 
ino, 815 Milton avenue; Frank Nuccio, 841 
Mikion avenue; Samuel Sabitano, 1004 Cam- 
bridge avenue; and Samuel Lunarti, 1000 
Cambridge avenue. 


Shoots at Policemen, 

Samuel Turnabano of 408 West Chicago 
Svemie was arrested late after a chase in 
Which shots were fired by Policeman Patrick 
McHale and Edward Behan. The patrolmen

Chicago avenue when two men approached 
them and told them a man was going to 
shoot them.

MANY ARE HURT 
AS 3 CARS CRASH 


Clark, Broadway, and Twelfth 
Street Cars Smash To- 
gether as One Goes 


Wild in Loop. 


CONDUCTOR SAVES CROWD

Rushes to Motorman’s Position 
on Plunging Vehicle and 
Ends Dash Started by 
Mishap. 


About 200 passengers were shaken up and 
@ score injured in a freak collision between 
three street cars at Clark and Randolph 
streets last night. 

A North Clark street car, a Broadway 
car, and a Twelfth street car were proceed- 
ing west in Randolph street. The motor- 
man of the Clark street car had alighted 
to turn a switch to go north in Clark street. 
The Broadway car had stopped just behind. 
The Twelfth street car was going at half 
speed and the motorman attempted to stop, 
but he was unable to unlock the controller 
handle. The car crashed into the rear of 
the Broadway car. 


Current Turned On. 

The Broadway car shunted into the Clark 
street car and the controller box was jarred 
so that the current was turned on. The 
Clark street car, which was crowded, sped 
along Clark street. The motorman had re- 
moved the controller handle when he got 
down to turn the switch and those on the 
front platform were helpless to bring the 
car to a stop. 

The motorman maneged to flip the rear 
end and pushed his way through the jammed 
aisle as fast as he could. He succeeded in 
shutting off the current just before the car 
reached Lake street. 

About twenty passengers were cut and 
bruised. Some were carried into a drug 
store on the corner, where they were given 
medical attention. Others. were taken into 
the Hotel Sherman. 

Passengers Panic Striken. 


Passenges in all three cars were panic- 
stricken. The rear of the Broadway car was 


smashed and the front end of the Twelfth | 


street car was caved in. Bernard Garzowo- 
kowski of 5113 Thirtieth place was jammed 
in the wreckage and cut by glass. His wrist 
was broken.

12,000 PLAN DEATH 
BY SUICIDE ROUTE 


Coroner Applies Spencer's 
‘Law of Momentum’ to 
Situation in Cook County. 


NEW EDUCATION NEEDED 


Report Cites ‘Subconscious Dis- 
satisfaction With Self Per- 
meating All Races.” 


CITIZENS INDORSE SAFETY CRUSADE 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 

‘“* Some figures that talk,” is the title given 
by Coroner Hoffman to his biennial report 
for 1912 and 1918, just completed. It is an- 
nounced the book is *‘ intended to shock hu- 
manity.”’ All the text and statistics are 
used as arguments for the conservation of 
human life. The book is a record of 10,992 
deaths in Chicago, of which, the coroner as- 
serts, ‘‘ fully one-half could have been avoild- 
ed by a comprehensive crusade of education 
in the lines of public safety.” 

In addition to an analytical study of the 
coroner’s records for several years, which 
he says are “ unsurpassed "’ by any govern- 
ment department or bureau in the country, 
he apparently has made a study of and ap- 
plied Herbert Spencer's ‘“‘law of momentum” 
to his figures. The result is some start- 
ling data and opinions. By the process the 
coroner believes himself able to foretell, as 
does a weather forecaster, approximately 
how many will be murdered this year, and 
also the number that will be shot, stabbed, 
kicked, and beaten to death. 


Says 12,000 Contemplate Suicide. 

To Ulustrate, the coroner estimates “* there 
are some 12,000 persons in Cook county at 
this moment contemplating suicide.”’ 

“We know,” the report reads, “that in 
1914 approximately 1,000 persons in Cook 
county will attempt suicide; that of these 
about 583 will succeed, and that there are 
about 12,000 people contemplating suicide 
all the time, a percertage of whom, with 
the constant accretions, will form the sui- 
cide rolls of the coming years. 

“Sq uniform is the operation of the nat- 
ural law which cort~cls the fate of mankind 
that we know under the present conditions 
that in 1914, and until new educational sysa- 
tems have had a chance to take effect, about 
150 will commit suicide by poison, of whom 
90 will use carbolic acid, 15 corrosive subli- 
mate, 7 cyanide of pctaesium, 6 arsenic, etc. 

‘‘While it is impossible to name the un- 
fortunates, we know, tco, that with the pres- 
ent population and untii our social, economic, 
and educational systems undergo funda- 
mental change, each year approximately 
140 will commit suicide by shooting, 120 by 
asphyxiation, 60 by hanging, 24 by stabbing, 
20 by drowning, and 14 by jumping out of 


windows.’ 
Coroner Backs Theory. 

This particular part of the report was writ- 
ten by Parker H. Sercombe, statistician of 
the office. That it has the indorsement of 
Mr. Hoffman is shown by the following, 
signed by the coroner himeelf: 

“ The 554 in 1912 and the 572 in 1913 who 
accomplished self-destruction had mostly 
been contemplating it for some time, many 
of them for years, to the extent that a care- 
ful estimate has been made that there are 
some 12,000 persons in Cook county at this 
moment contemplating suicide. Some of 
them will carry out their intent in some 
month during the year, others will do it next 
year, a less number the year after, and so 
on probably for ten or fifteen years to come, 
before all those now contemplating it carry 
out their intent or decide to abandon it, 


Increase in Suicides. 

“Suicides increased from 523 in 1911 to 
554 in 1912 and 572 in 1913. This Is a re- 
markably rapid increase, far in excess of the 
increase in population. It is a special doc- 
trine of sociologists that the number of 
suicides in any community isa reliable gauge 
by which to measure the community's ef- 
ficiency in the line of social justice. This in- 
crease should become the subject of thought- 
ful inquiry on the part of educators, moral- 
ists, and social workers. 

“A study of the following table (which 
shows the methods of suicide in Cook county), 
when compared with the table showing the 
different kinds of death by falling, and com- 
pared again with the different ways of meet- 
ing death from automobile accidents, street 
car accidents, etc., emphasizes beyond queg- 
tion the law of sociological and psychological 
momentum. 


Lesson from Figures, 

“In 1912 the number of suicides was 21.5 
per 100,000 and in 1913 21.8. Some may ask, 
how does it happen that 162 in Cook county 
chose shooting as a mode of death in 1912 
and 164 in 1913, and that 153 chose asphyx!- 
ation in 1912 and 163 in 1913; that exactly 
57 chose hanging in 1912 and 57 in 1918; that 
290 chose drowning in 1912 and 22 in 1913. 

“The uniformity of these figures year 
after year is startling and indicates a sub- 
conscious dissatisfaction with self permeat- 
ing all races and all society within the bound- 
ary of Cook county.” 

It is announced in the report that it is not 
intended as pleasant reading. It shows 328 
persons were killed last year in Chicago 
with firearms. That is exactly twenty more 
than all our losses in battle during the entire 
Spanish-American war. 

‘It is intended as a class book in the hands 
of every teacher, a siogan to be sounded 
from every pulpit, a war cry to go out 
through the columns of the dally papers, 
urging an unremitting crusade for public 
safety; demanding that every child, adult, 
and corporation tn the land hereafter ‘ stop,

OPERA STAR, DIES 


Noted American Prima Donna 
Succumbs to Pneumonia 
at Batavia, on Island 
of Java. 


RESULT OF SHIPWRECK. 


Shock and Exposure Bring On 
Illness; Singer Was Mak- 
ing Farewell World 
Concert Tour. 


BATAVIA, Java, May 10.—Mme. Lillian 
Nordica, the noted American opera singer, 
died here tonight. Death resulted from 
pneumonia and brought to an end an illness 
of many weeks. 

Mme. Nordica had been i! since the Steam- 
er Tasman, on which she was a passenger, 
went ashore on Bramble Cay, in the gulf of 
Papua, Dec. 28 last. Nervous prostration 
was followed by pneumonia. 

The Tasman was floated in three days and 
put into Thursday island. There Mme. 
Nordica was placed under the care of a physi 
clan, who remained in constant attendance 
upon her until April 1, when she sailed fur 
Batavia. It was against the advice of her 
physicians that she made the trip. 


Hoped to Return to Europe. 

Arriving here the singer seemed very ill, 
but recovered somewhat after a stay of three 
weeks. The improvement, however, was only 
temporary, and when a relapse occurred the 
physicians gave up hopes of her recovery. 

It was the intention of Mme. Nordica when 
she came here to sail for Genoa, where she 
was to meet her husband, George W. Young, 
a New York banker. She already had taken 
passage for the voyage when the last relapse 
occurred. 

Some time after her marriage in 1909 to 
Mr. Young, Mme. Nordica decided to make 
a farewell concert tour of the world. Sev- 
eral months ago the schedule of this tour 
called her to Australia. It was while mak- 
ing this trip that she was shipwrecked. 


NORDICA’S GREAT FAME. 

Lillian Nordica wad an American singer 
of world wide fame. Her admirers ranged 
from the men of the Bowery se¢tion of New 
York, where she sang at mission meetings, to 
the ‘most critical boxholders of grand opera 
houses in all of the world’s great musical 
centers. The purity of her voice, employed 
in many tongues, delighted hundreds of 
thousands since the day, forty years ago, 


she first appeared in public as soprano solo- } 


ist at Grace church, in Boston. 

Nordica and Eames—although the latter 
was born of American parents in far off 
China—were of old New England stock, both 
claimed by the State of Maine, and they made 
up a notable American contribution to the 
operatic world. A farmhouse built by the 
prima donna’s great-grandfather on a hill 
just outside the village of Farmington, Me.., 
was Nordica’s birthplace, in 1859. Her true 
name was Lillian Norton. She changed it 
to the Italian Nordica twenty years later, 
when she began to study in Italy for an oper- 
atic career. 


Went to Europe in 1878. 

After her graduation from the New Eng- 
land Conservatory of Music, at Boston, and 
successful singing of the leading rdéles in 
several of the oratorios given by the Handel 
and Haydn society, she went te Europe in 
1878 as a soloist with Gilmore's band. 

She decided to remain in Europe and at- 
tempt an operatic career. She went to Milan 
and became a pupil of Sangiovanni, and 
within six months she had mastered ten 
operas. 

Her debut in opera was at Brescia in 1879, 
in *‘ La Traviata.’ After a trip to St. Peters- 
burg she appeared for trial before Ambrose 
Thomas and the impresario Vancorbeil, who! 
engaged her for the Grand opera house in 
Paris. 


Tours U. S. with Great Success. 

She returned to America and toured this 
country with great success. In the succeed- 
ing years she appeared in opera or concert 
in almost every city of musica! culture in 
the world, Her repertoire includeg.more than 
fifty operas. + 

Her success with Wagnerian roles became 
the pinnacle of her fame. 

Her matrimonial ventures numbered three. 
She was first married in 1882 to Frederick 
A. Gower, a wealthy electrician and a na- 
tive of her state of Maine, whom she met in 
Paris. In 1884 she had begun separation 
proceedings. Gower cisappeared. He at- 
tempted a balloon trip across the English 
channel. Although the balloon was later 
found, nothing was ever heard or seen of 
him. 

In 1896 Mme. Nordica married Zoltan 
Doeme, a Hungarian army officer and singer, 
from whom she secured a divorce in 1905. 

Her third marriage was tn London in 1909, 
to Mr. Young. It was announced at that time 
that Nordica would retire from the stage, 
but after a honeymoon spent in part at the 
old Norton homestead in Maine, she de- 
cided upon a farewell concert tour of the 


world.

Huerta WilkProtest 
That Action Violates 
Armistice. 


MEDIATION CONTINUES 


Wilson Informs Envoys Dic- 
tator Must Be Elim- 
inated. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., May 10.—[Special.)— 
Lobos island, between Tampico and Vera 
Cruz, has been seized by the American 
naval forces, and this action is declared by 
Gen. Huerta to be another violation of the 
agreement for the suspension of hostilities. 

This island has been taken possession of 
because of the necessity of creating a base for 
the naval operations in progress. It was 
occupied without bloodshed. 

Lobos lies eight miles off the east coast of 
Mexico, 180 miles north of Vera Cruz and % 
miles south of Tampico. Two islands are 
near together, Lobos and Blanquilleo. The 
island Is near the main route of steamers 
plying between Vera Cruz and Tampico and 
has a powerful light to guide shipping, one 
of the most important along the east coast. 

The town of Tuxpan, in the center of arich 
oil region, lies twenty-five miles southwest 
on the coast. 


News of Seizure Suppressed. 

News of the seizure of the island has been 
carefully suppressed here. It was reported, 
however, to Huerta, hence his protest. 

Imperative as was the need fora bage for 
the smaller ships operating in the vicinity of 
Vera Cruz and Tampico, Huerta holds that 
this necessity did not justify the United 
States in deliberately violating the status 
quo. 

The fuel ship Arethusa is now at the island, 
and the monitor Ozark is under orders to go 
there. 

Stirs Up Latin Americans. 

In pan-American circles it is realized that 
incidents such as the seizure of Lobos island, 
the substitution of soldiers for bluejackets 
and marines, and the aid which the United 
States is giving to the Constitutionalists lend 
support to Huerta’s charge that the gsus- 
pension of hostilities has not been observed 
by this government. 

So far as Huerta is concerned, his com- 
plaints amount to nothing. But the prime 
purpose of the administration in accepting 
mediation was to change Latin American 
sentiment from Huerta to the United States. 
It is not likely this purpose will be realized 
in view of the basis which is being furnished 
for the charge that our forces are not living 
up to an agreement entered into with the 
dictator. 


Mediation Will Continue. 

That mediation is to continue was shown 
by a visit made at the White House today 
by Mr. Da Gama, th>2 Brazilian ambassador. 
Mr. Da Gama is t.e ranking mediator, and 
is regarded in diplomatic circles as one of the 
most astute foreign representatives in Wash- 
ington. Following his call upon the presi- 
dent reports were in circulation that he had 
notified the chief executive that the media- 
tors had come to the conclusion that nothing 
could be done, 

While no information can be obtained in 
reference to the details of the views ex- 
changed by the president and the ambassa- 
dor, it may be stated positively that the 
efforts to arrange the Mexican situation 
peacefully will continue, 

The White House will announce tomorrow 
the names of two of the representatives of 
the president. It is semi-officially stated 
that Associate Jusit'ce Lamar of the United 
States Supreme court and Frederick W. Leh- 
man of St. Louls uave been selected. That 
Huerta will make no chjection to either of the 


men is regarded as certain. 


Insists Huerta Must Go. 

The president has had long conferences 
with Justice Lamar and Mr. Lehmann and 
has presented to them his views of the 
Mexican situation and the irreducible mini- 
mum of the demands of the United States. 
The basis of the American demands /s this: 

Huerta must go. It does not make any 
difference how the result is brought about. 
It may be by ‘voluntary resignation, or it 


may be by his assent to an election in which. 


he shall not be a candidate. The Unite’ 
States will not evacuate Vera Cruz unti! 
Huerta’s abdication is a fact. 

The demand for Huerta’s elimination will 
meet with the full approval of the Constitu- 
tionalists. At the same time, they do not 
propose to be bound by anything that may 
happen at Niagare Falls. An official state 
ment indicating this attitude was issued to- 
night by the representative of the Consti- 
tutionalists here. He said that Gen. Car- 
ranza does not and will not agree that the 
internal affairs of Mexico are a subject ot 
mediation.

TAMPICO IS BEGUN 


General Attack by Gonsti.u- 
tionalists Started With 
Heavy Canno:ading. 


PART OF THE CITY AFIRE

Vera Cruz, Mexico, may 11, 2 a. me 
News that Tampico had fallen into the 
hands of the Mexican rebels was received 
after midnight by a battleship in the 
harbor here, which picked up a wireless 
message conveying the news. 

The dispatch reported that the Fed- 
eral losses had been extremely heavy, 
abd that all foreigners who had re- 
mained in the city were seeking refuge 
on the w@rships in the harbor. 

The British warship Essex will sail 
for Tampico immediately to protect the 
lives and interests of British citizens. 


. 


Juarez, May 10.—The most desperate battle 
of the present Mexican revolution is being 
fought tonight at Tampico, according to re- 
ports reaching Conatitutionalist officers here. 

It is reported some of the oil wells and 
tanks are burning and that a portion of the 
town is on fire. 

All Americans in Tampico, it is said here, 
have been taken aboard the United States 
warships, but other foreigners are scattered 
throughout the oil well district. It was this 
section of the battlefield that the United 
States government suggested should be made 
a neutral zone. The Constitutionalist gen- 
erals refused to adopt this suggestion. 


Captured Federal Cannon Used. 

By the light of the blazing oil tanks, fired 
by stray shots, the rebel artillery hurled shot 
after shot from twenty heavy field guns int» 
the strongly entrenched position held by 
Jen. Ignacio Morelos Zaragoza, the Federal! 
commander in the center of the town, sweep- 
ing the breastworks with a hail of shrapnel 
in an effort to open the way for a dash by 
Gen. Pablo Gonzales’ infantry. 

For the first time in the fighting the Con- 
stitutionalists were on equal terms with the 
Federals in the matter of artillery. Tha 
twenty French field guns captured by Gen. 
Gonzales at Monterey and placed in position 
before Tampico have done tremendous execu- 
tion, 

Seven thousand Constitutionalists, under 
Gonzales and Caballero, are engaged. 


DANIELS ANGERS ADMIRALS, 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB.] 

Vera Cruz, May 10.—The official statement 
made by Secretary of the Navy Daniels, an- 
swering the complaints of critics of the ac- 
tion of the department in removing the war- 
ships from Tampico by throwing the respon- 
sibility on Rear Admirals Badger and Mayo, 
has just reached here and has caused the 
greatest astonishment among people who 
are aware of all the circumstances. 

It is an undeniable fact that the secretary 
of the navy himself ordered the withdrawal 
of Rear Admiral Mayo's ships, with the ex- 
ception of the cruiser Des Moines, from Tam- 
pico. The other vessels were ordered to 
Vera Cruz and the Des Moines was instructed 
to withdraw outside the harbor of Tampico.

Vera Cruz, May 10.—President Huerta’s 


three peace commissioners, Senator Emilio 
Rabasa, Augustin Rodriguez, and Luis El- 
guero, arrived here today on their way to 
Niagara Falls, Canada, where ‘the confer- 
ence between the mediators and the repre- 
sentatives of the parties concerned fora set- 
tlement of the difficulties between the United 
States and Mexico will be held. 

The commissioners politely but firmly de- 
clined the offers of hospitality made by Brig.

Badger’s offer to give them passage on the 
Morro Castle, and boarded the steamship 
Kronprinzessin Cecilie, which probably will 
sail tomorrow for the United States by way 
of Havana, touching at Key West 


Greeted by U. 8S. Army Men. 

The scene at the termina! station when the 
mediators arrived was colorful. By a pre- 
arrangement there was little evidence of the 
American troops. Brig. Gen. Funston, in 
fatigue uniform; Lieut. Ball, Gen. Funston’s 
aid, and Lieut. Cohen, Rear Admiral Badge 
er's aid, were tl.e only officers present in an 


official capacity. 

The station and railroad yards were crowd- 
ed with Mexicans and Americans, The com- 
missioners came ina special car, there being 
about fiftech in the party, including Rafael 
Elguero, brother of Luis Elguero, who will 
act as secretdry; Rafael Capatillo and Man- 
ue! Martinez del Campo, attachés; Sefiore 
Martinez del Campo, Sefiorita Rodrigues, 
and the four daughters of Senator Rabasa, 
who heads the commission 


Commissioners Leave Train. 

Sefior Elguero, who is attorney for the 
National Bank of Mexico, a short, thickset 
man, was first to descend. He was followeg 
by Commissioner Rabasa, tall and spare, 
wearing black rimmed eyeglasses. He is 
well known in America, as he has often been 
spoken of as probable ainbassador at Wash- 
ington. Then came Commissioner Rodrigues, 
aged and feeble, who had to be helped down 
the car steps. ; 

The three men stood in a little circle while 
Thomas J. Ryder, vice president of the 
Aguila Oil company, stepped forward and 
addressed Gen. Funston: 

“ General, may I present these gentle- 
men?" 

“ Certainly,” the general replied. 

Formal introductions followed, each of the 
commissioners shaking Gen. Funston by the 


hand. 


Decline Safe Conduct by U. 8S. 

Mr. Ryder conferred with the commie 
sioners in Spanish, extending to them in be- 
half of Gen. Funston and Rear Admiral 
Badger the hospitality of the American of- 
ficers and transport on the Morro Castle. 

He then informed Gen. Funston that the 
commissioners would accept no hospitality 
and preferred to sail on the Kronprinzessin 
Cecilie. They were told that Admiral Badger 
had been holding the Morro Castle at Vera 
Cruz for them, but they insisted on carrying 
out their original plan, explaining that ar- 
rangements had already been made with the 
steamship company. 


Funston Cows Mexican Crowd. 

Gen. Funston acquiesced in whatever plan 
the commissioners had in mind and the party 
moved out of the station surrounded by « 
great crowd, which at times threatened to 
separate the American officials and the Mexi- 
‘tans. But still there was practically no show 
of force, even to keep the crowd back. 

Gen. Funston personally turned on the 
Mexicans when they crowded too closely 
and kept them off with a wave of his hand 
and a shout. 

When the party reached the exits of the 
terminal, army automobiles were lined up 
to take the Mexican commissioners to the 
steamer, and through Mr. Ryder the invi- 
tation to accept their use was renewed. 

The commissioners finally yielded and 
drove in the cars to the wharf, but no escort 
was sent along and no army men except the 
chauffeurs accompunied them. 


Peace Envoys Board Ship. 

The commissioners took up their quarters 
on the Kronprinzessin Cecilie and prepared 
for their journey, without making a state- 
ment or granting any interviews. It is 
derstood they will leave the steamer at Ke 
West and proceed north by railroad.

Thén Leaves Station Feeling 
Fine; May Have Drawn 
Money from Bank. 


Authorities in two states are striving to 
solve the mystery of Pennsylvania railroad 
boxcar No. 8604, in which Frank Owen Jen- 
nings, a cleaner and dyer, was found dying 
on Saturday. 

On Friday morning at 9:30 o'clock Jen- 
nings, who was 28 years old and was em- 
ployed in Sixty-third street, near Madison 
avenue, left the residence of J. H. Johnson, 
whose sister divorced Jennings several years 
ago and who lives at 646 West Sixty-first 
place. Jennings said he was going to try 
to buy the cleaning establishment of Mrs. 
Mary E. Schmidt at 8952 Commercial ave- 
nue, South Chicago. 

Jennings asked Mrs. Johnson for money, 
but she told him he had car fare and that 
was enough. The man always carried a 
bank book and had funds in the Roseland 
bank. Whether or not he drew money on 
Friday or Saturday will not be known until 
the bank opens today. 

At 11:30 Friday morning an automobile 
driven by C. G. Tongring, a contractor of 
7047 Escanaba avenue, ran Jennings down 
at Eighty-fifth street and Commercial ave- 
nue. 


Leaves Police Station. 


Tongring did not think the man hurt badly, 
byt he telephoned the South Chicago police 
and a patrol wagon took Jennings to the 
police station, where he gave his name and 
acdress. He also told of having tried to 
buy the Schmidt plant, but said he lacked 
a few dollars of having enough to swing 
the deal Police Surgeon J. E. O’'B ien, 
after an examination, said he could find no 
abrasions or bruises. Jennings walked 
away from the station saying he was feeling 
fine. 

On Thursday night the box car was on a 
siding in the Baltimore and Ohio railroad 
yards, just east of the Indiana state line, 
and on Friday morning it was taken to 
the Pennsylvania railroad yards, near One 
Hundrecth street. At 2:30 o'clock Friday 
afternoon it was taken to Robey, Ind. That 
night George Rippo, employed by the Penn- 
syivania railroad, says he inspected the in- 
terior of the car and it was empty. At 8:10 
o'clock Saturday morning the car was 
shunted on a sidetrack at No. 8 house of 
the Knickerbocker Ice company, in Shef- 
field, in the northwest part of Hammond. 


Body Found by Woman. 


At 8:30 o’clock Mr. Mary Shumilla, whose 
home is in a field along Wolf lake, entered 
the car to sweep grain for her chickens 
She saw a form in a dim corner, and, fright- 
ened, leaped to the ground. She says she 
saw a club beside the body. 

Three hours later J. Jebaney, a railroad 
employé, saw the man, and he summoned 
the Hammond police. Jennings was breath- 
ing his last when a patrol wagon arrived. 
He was taken to an undertaker’s morgue. 
In his pockets was 20 cents. There was no 
jewelry. The club the woman had seen was 
not in the car when the police arrived. 

A post-mortem examination revealed that 
death was due to a cerebral hemorrhage, 
caused by an injury to the head above the 
left eye and ear. The skin was not lacerated, 
but the effects of the blow were apparent. 
The side of the head was swollen badly and 
discolored.

United States the last two years of the 
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Marines Perform Great Work as U. S. Police.

{SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TRIBUNB.) 
ERA CRUZ, May 3.—The marines are 
the tip of Uncle Sam’s sword. They 
enter places first. 

There are 10,000 of them and 345 of- 
ficers, under Maj. Gen. Barrett. Hels 
the only general officer in the service. 

At the outbreak of the Spanish war there 
were 2,500 marines. The force has been 
quadrupled since then. It is likelier to grow 
more than to contract. : 

For the marines are our international po- 
lice, and we are doing’ more international 
policing every year-—particularly in Latin- 
America north of Paname. 

Since 9S the marines have been with bayo- 
nets fixed and rifles loaded for business in 
Cuba (twice), Porto Rico, the Philippines, 
China, Santo Domingo, Colombia, Hayti, 
Panama, Nicaragua, Mexico. 

Into some of these places the soldiers did 
not follow, but wherever the soldiers did go 
they found the marines had been ahead of 
them.

Contrary to general opinion, only about 
half the marines live on navy ships. There 
are three shore regiments of about 1,500 
men each, stationed one on the Pacific coast, 
one on the Atlantic, and one on the gulf of 
Mexico.

In Vera Cruz, after the town was taken, 
the marines were given the sandhills, the 
wireless, and the pumping station to hold.

They are 
from fifty to three hundred yards high. 
There is some prickly cactus at the base and 
a few tropical withered weeds, but on the 
summits where the marines are there is only 
sand, sun, and sand lice. 

The sand is yielding as mud; one goes in 
above one's ankles at every step, but it is as 
dry as powdered alum and as hot as war. 

The sand blows and flows about almost like 
little waves of water, and the unending labor 
of the marines on the sandhills {s to dig the 
sand out of their trenches again and again 
and again.

| Wilson Thinks Regulars Can Care

Washington, D. C., May 10.—[Special.}]— 
President Wilson and the general staff of the 
army are at odds over the calling of a vol- 
unteer army in case of an occupation of 
Mexico. 

The general staff wants the president to 
issue a call for volunteers as soon as it is 
apparent there will be general hostilities. 
Such a call will permit the mobilization with- 
in a few days’ time of the best volunteer 
army ever put in the field. 


Wilson Shows His Disapproval. 
The president is known to disapprove of 
this. He believes the work in Mexico can 
be handled by the regular army and that 
the state militia from New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, and one or two other states can han- 
die the situation on the Mexican border. 
The danger in the president’s plan, accord- 
ing to the military experts, is twofold. In 
the first place, the members of the state 
militia in the states which are not called 
upon to send their men to the border will 
not mobilize or recruit their companies up 
to full strength, and when the time comes 
there will be a long and costly delay before 
the troops from these states will be ready for 
action.

Washington, D. C., May 10.—Word was re- 
ceived by the state department today of the 
relecse from jail in Mexico City of Medil! 
McCormick, representing the London Times; 
Richard Harding Davis of the New York 
Tribune, and A. J. Sutton, a photographer of 
the Washington Post. 

Word was received through the Braziliag 
minister at Mexico City, Sefior Oliveira. Dis- 
patches came to the British, Spanish, and 
Brazilian ambassadors, each of whom had 
acted promptly and energetically in behalf 
ef the American newspaper men. 

Sir Cecil Spring-Rice, the British ambas- 
gaéor, acted through Sir Lionel Carden, who, 
with the Brazilian minister, Sefior Oliveira, 
was directly instrumental in bringing about 
the release. 

The dispatches to the ambassadors stated 
that McCormick and Davis had left by 
refugee train for Vera Cruz yesterday. 

The war department has not yet been offi- 
dally informed of the arrest of Lieut. Charles 
M. Maigne, a retired officer of the army, act- 
ing as correspondent of a Washington news- 
paper, and eaid to be under detention as a 
spy at Soledad, near Vera Cruz. 

THINK WRITERS SAFE. 

Vera Cruz, May 1.—Litue anxiety is felt 
here for the safety of Richard Harding Da- 
vis and Medill] McCormick, correspondents, 
who went through the lines to Mexico City 
last week. Davis earried credentials from 
the Brazilian consul here, and McCormick 
had a letter from the British consul. These 
were accepted by Gen. Maas and the two cor- 
respondents were scent forward, although 
Frederkk Palmer, who attempted to go 
through the lines as an American, was turned 
back. 

Describing their experiences at Gen. Maas’ 
headquarters at Paso del Macho, about thir- 


‘ty or forty miles beyond the break in the 


Mexican railway, Palmer said today he felt 
certain that Davis and McCormick were 
gafe and credited the report that they were 
on their way to Puerto Mexico. 


Soldiers Brutal to Them. 

They had met with no opposition from the 
Mexican outposts nor with interference until 
the train reached Paso del Macho. Gen. 
Maas and hie staff were at the station. Pre- 
gumably at his orders the three correspond- 
ents were arrested and escorted to police 
headquarters by soldiers. The correspond- 
ents were inclined to take the matter good 
humoredly, but the soldiers shoved them 
along roughly. 

When they reached headquarters they were 
searched for arms, and even their pocket 
knives were taken. Davis and McCormick, 
who wore high shoes, were forced to remove 
them and submit to a search. Afterwards 
they were questioned by the ohief. 

The consular seals on the credentials car- 


vied by Davis and McCormick tmpressed the 


Mexicans, but Palmer’s statement that he 
wae simply an American writer was not ac- 
cepted. After the examination the trio were 
seated in another room, with three soldiers 
with fixed bayonets and loaded rifles guard- 
ing them. 

They were ordered to keep silence. They 
devoted their time to singing and whistling 
until an officer caine and announced that 
Davis and MoCormick might proceed, but 
that Palmer must return to the American 
lines. The former two were placed aboard 
® train for Mexico City and departed. 


Palmer Talks to Gen. Maas. 
later in the day Palmer talked with Gen. 


Maas. He asked why Americans were not 


permitted to pass through the Mexican lines 
as freely as Mexicans were permitted to come 
to Vera Cruz. 

“But Vera Cruz dces not belong to you,” 
replied Gen. Maas. 

Palmer said he had been accorded excel- 
lent treatment after his release. He was 
escorted back to the American lines by a 
staf lieutenant. Hs estimated he saw ea 
total of 200 soldiers, some of them entirely 
without training. It is his belief that Gen. 
Maas is maintaining only a cordon of out- 
posts to watch the American lines, and that 
no force has been assemibled to oppose any 
serious attempt to advance.

Consul Canada is investigating a report 
that fifteen Americans, men and women, 
have bean held at Cordoba after being taken 
from a train. Their names are not known.

REACH NEW YORK | 


City and Nation Pay Silent 
Tribute to Men Who 
Fell in Mexico. 


GAZE ON FUNERAL SHIPS. 


Crowds of Persons Line River 
Bank and Piers Near Which 
Boats Anchor. 


New York, May 10.—Nation and city paid 
tribute in silence today to the seventeen men 
who gave their lives in the first move made 
in Mexico in the occupation of Vera Cruz by 
the armed forces of the United States. 

Bearing the bodies of the bluejackets and 
marines, the armored cruiser Montana, es- 
corted by the presidential yacht Mayflower, 
having aboard Secretary of the Navy Dan- 
iels, reached the port early today, and con- 
voyed by the superdreadnought Wyoming 
steamed up the harbor shortly before noon, 
dropping anchor off the battery at 12:40 
o'clock. 

All Flags at Half Mast. 

As the funeral cortége moved slowly up the 
bay the flags on the forts in New York har- 
bor, on all sailing craft, and from the great 
buildings along the water front hung at half- 
mast. 

Along the piers and walks of the plaza at 
the battery there were thousands of people. 
There was no noisy salute from vessels or 
forts, no demonstrations by the people 
ashore, but an attitude of silent mourning 
seemed to hang over all. 

On board the Montana could be seen the 
flag draped coffins containing the bodies of 
the marines and bluejackets. A guard of 
sailors paced to and fro about the bodies 
while the big ship’s crew hung over the deck 
rail. 


Wyoming Leads Funeral Cortege. 

The cortege came up the bay with the Wyo- 
ming leading, the Montana next, followed 
by the Mayfiower, flying the flag of the sec- 
retary of the navy. Behind the Mayflower 
was the Powhatan, having on board repre- 
sentatives of the press, and the revenue cut- 
ter Manhattan. 

At Forts Wadsworth and Hamilton in the 
Narrows the garrisons could be seen along 
the shore, but as the army and navy regula- 
tions forbid the firing of salutes on Sunday 
not a sound could be heard but the chugging 
of the engines and an occasional note from 
the whistle of some vessel signalling an- 
other. 

At 12:40 the big ships were opposite the 
battery and dropped anchor in the order in 
which they had come up the bay. A silent 
crowd lined the piers here, and as the first

Policemen kept the throngs in line by 
mere waves of the hand, and none attempted 
to break over the lines. Occasionally women 
were admitted through the lines and sent 
messages to relatives and friends aboard 
the warships, but few persons were allowed 
on board 

Secretary of the Navy Daniels remained 
aboard the Mayflower, and it was announced

that he would not come ashore until the time . 
for the start of the procession tomorrow - 


morning, when the bodies will be conveyed to 
the Brooklyn navy yard for the final cere- 
mony, when President Wilson will deliver 
the memorial address to the dead. 


Arrange to Get Meisenberg’s Body. 

Relatives and friends of some of the dead 
sailors and marines visited the navy yard 
to arrange for taking home the bodies. 

One party of six, headed by J. Shapiro, 
grand secretary of the Independent Western 
Star order, came to arrange for shipping to 
Chicago the body of Samuel Meisenberg, a 
marine, one of the first men to be killed in 
the operations at Vera Cruz. 

Mayor Carter Harrison of Chicago, ac- 
cording to Mr. Shapiro, has called on all 
civic bodies in that city to pay tribute to the 
dead soldier at services to be held there. 
As soon as the services here are finished the 
body will be sent to Chicago, where it will 
lie in state in the city hall.

| SUSPECT NEGROES 


OF STEALING GIRL 


Police Believe Friends of Isaac 
Bond Kidnaped Miss 
Marjory Mays. 


THREATS MADE BY PHONE 


““We’re Going to Get You,’ Was 
Warning Over Wire to 16 
Year Old Girl. 


The police are looking for the friends of 
Isaac Bond, the negro accused of brutally 
murdering Mise Ida Leegson, who are be- 
lieved responsible for the kidnaping of Miss 
Marjory Mays, 16 year old, daughter of W. 
H. Mays of 4939 Indiana avenue. Mays is 
the special officer of the Wabash railroad 
and is the chief witness against Bond. 

Miss Mays has been missing for ten days, 
the police search having been secret up to 
this time. She vanished on May 1 while on 
her way from her home to a meeting at the 
Washington Park Congregational church, 
three blocks distant. No trace has been 
found of her. 

It is believed she was enticed away by «a 
white man in league with the negro friende 
of Bond. Her father thinks she is the pris- 
oner of negroes at this time, if still living. 


Threats by Phone. 

According to Mr. Mays, many threatening 
telephone calls have been received at his 
home by himself and by his daughter. The 
mysterious speaker in each case was & 
negro, he said. ‘ 

“Miss Leegson was murdered the night 
of Oct. 4, 1913," said Mr. Mays. ‘‘ On the 
morning of Oct. 5, 1913, I met Bond on the 
Wabash railroad tracks near South Center 
avenue. I had heard of the murder and I 
suspected him at sight. When I searched 
his clothing I found a woman's watch. He 
gave such a good account of himself that he 
persuaded me to let him go. 

Later on, however, he was arrested and I 
positively identified him as the man I met 
on the tracks and also identified the watch 
of Ida Leegson which was recovered in @ 
South State street pawnshop as the watch 
the negro was carrying when I met him. 

“The night after I identified Bond the 
telephone in my home rang and my daughter 
Marjory answered the call. A man asked 
her what part her father had taken in the 
arrest of Isaac Bond.” 


“Going to Get You.” 

“She saiu: ‘I don’t know,’ and the man 
said: ‘Well, you'll find out.’ Marjory 
dropped the receiver then and ran to call me. 
When I got to the phone the man had dis- 
connected. In February, after I had gone 
before the grand jury, the same stranger 
called my daughter again. This time he said: 
*We know you, and we're going to get you. 
Tell your old man we're going to get him, 
too. We know what he’s been doing in this 
Bond case.’ The man hune up again before 
I could get to the telephone.” 

When last seen Marjory wore a golden 
straw hat trimmed with jacqueminot roses 
and a black ostrich plume, also black astra- 
khan coat with black velvet cuffs and collar, 
a lavender silk skirt, and black patent leather 
shoes.

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SOCIALISTS GAIN 20 SEATS 


Will Have Ninety-seven Members 
in French Lower House. 


LEPINE LOSES’ ELECTION. 


Progressivists Heaviest Sufferers by 
Second Ballot. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

PARIS, May 11, 3 a. m.—The results of the 
elections in 234 of the 252 constituencies in 
which condidates for the chamber of deputies 
failed to obtain the necessary majorities at 
the first voting on April 26 were announced 
at the ministry of the interior at 2 o'clock 
this morning. 

The most striking feature was the success 
of the Unified Socialists. They secured 
fifty-seven seats, winning twenty-nine new 
ones ana iosing nine -vhich they had pre- 
viously held. As they secured forty seats 
at the election on April 26, they will have 
ninety-seven representatives in the new 
chamber of deputies, as compared with 
seventy-seven in the last one. 

The Radicals and Socialist Radicals car- 
ried twenty-four seats in yesterday's con- 
tests and will have 203 seats in the next 
chamber. The chief losers yesterday were 
the Progressivists. 

Among the candidates defeated yesterday 
was Louis Lepine, the former prefect of 
police of Paris.

TO HELP MISSOURI PACIFIC. 


Decline to Undertake Financing of 
$25,000,000 Collateral Notes Be- 
cause of Increase in Charges. 


New York, May 10.—Kuhn, Loeb & Co.'s 
recent letter to the directors of the Missouri 
Pacific Railway company, declining to under- 
take the financing for $25,000,000 collateral 
notes, maturing June 1, made public today, 
contains a résumé of the reports of the bank- 
ing firm’s expert accountant on the condition 
of the Missouri Pacific and Iron Mountain 
railways. 

“ The report of our expert upon the physi- 
cal condition and operations of your proper- 
ties is favorable and refiects much credit 
upon President Bush's management,” the 
letter states. “ On the other hand, from the 
accountant’s report it appears, taking into 
consideration the depreciation charges re- 
quired under the rules of the interstate com- 
merce commission and various other items, 
which, beginning with the coming fiscal year, 
will very considerably increase the charges 
against income, that the fixed charges 
against the Missouri Pacific system have be- 
come decidedly too heavy, both in relation 
to earnings and in proportion to the equity 
represented by the amount of stock out- 
standing.”’

Views of Aldermen. 

Statements of aldermen follow:

There is an 
ordinance in the coce which prohibits the 
sale of revolvers except on permits issued 
by the chief of police. That ordinance is 
not enforced.

Ald. Michael Kenna, I'irst ward—I am 
in favor of an ordinance to limit the sale of 
deadly weapons. Absolutely a good thing. 

Ald. Hugh Norris, Second ward—tThere 
ought to be strict sxfeguards against the 
tndiscriminate sale of deadly weapons. 

Ald. Jacob Lindheimer, Third ward—I 
am heartily in favor of checking the sale of 
guns. 

Ald. Thomas D. Nash, Third ward— 
Certainly I am in fav or of action to prevent 
indiscriminate sale cf guns.

against firearms, but if local ordinances will 
help I will certainly support them.

“Anything to Stop Recklessness.” 

Ald. Matt Franz, Twentieth ward — I 
am strong for anything that will stop the 
reckless use of deadly weapons. 

Ald. John Kjellander, Twenty-third 
ward—Deadly weapons should not be allowed 
to be sold atall. I favor restriction. 

Ald. Henry D. Capitain, Twenty-fifth 
ward—I believe that gunmen should be fined 
the limit, and the limit should be raised if 
necessary. 

Ald, George Pretzel, Twenty-sixth 
ward—There should be an absolute prohi- 
bition on the sale and carrying of deadly 
weapons: 


“Let’s Help Things in Chicago.” 

Ald. William F. Lipps, Twenty-sixth 
ward—Nation-wide restriction of manufa-- 
ture and sale of weapons is desirable, but if 
we cannot have it, let us help things in Chi: 
cago. 

Ald, O<. Le. Watson, ‘Iwenty-seventh 
ward—I am in favor of any legislation that 
will curb the reckless loss of life. 

Ald, G. Ed. Trebing, Twenty-seventh 
ward—I heartily favor restriction of the sale 
of weapons. No penalty can be too severe. 

Ald. Martin J. Healy, Thirty-fifth ward 
-—I favor restriction. 

Ald. Theodore K. Long, Sixth ward—lI 
am in favor of the general proposition to 
restrict the sale of revolvers. 


Nance Prepares Ordinance. 

Ald. Nance, who is preparing a new ordi- 
nance to check the indiscriminate sale of 
firearms, spent the day consulting laws of 
other states and measures adopted by other 
cities against gun tvters. If all goes well 
he believes the ordinance will be in force 
within a month. 

Tonight the Nance ordinance will be intro- 
duced in the city council. Just what provi- 
sions the ordinance will contain will not be 
decided until Dr. Nance has conferred with 
representatives of the corporation counsel's 
office, but it is assured the measure will be 
as drastic as the state law permits, 

In the absence of Corporation Counsel Sex- 
ton, who is in Weshinugton, Ald. Nance will 
arrange the detaile of the ordinance with 
Mr. Sexton's assistants, George L. Reker and 
John W. Beckwith. Reker was the author 
of the bill submitted to the last legislature. 
His bill was modeled on the Sullivan law, 
which, since it went into effect in New York 
in 1911, has done much to check the opera- 
tions of the gunmen of Gotham, 


Murray Bid to Conference, 

Dr. Nance has invited to the legal confer- 
ence Carl T. Murray, who formerly repre- 
sented the old Eighteenth ward in the coun- 
cil. Murray was the father of an ordinance 
which put a stop to the indiscriminate sale 
of revolvers through the early months of 
1912.

look, and listen’ before carrying themselves 
and others headlong into danger.”’ 
So cleverly were the figures compiled and 
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arranged that they appealed to a number of 
persons who have written articles for the 
report.

George H. Whittle, president of the 
public safety commission, who indorses 
the theory that sudden and violent 
deaths occur in “uniform ratios." 

Mrs. Ella Flagg Young, superintendent 
of city schools. 

Louis Hanimerling, president of the 
American Association o.1 Foreign Lan- 
guage Newspapers. 

Judge Marcus A. Kavanagh. 

Judge Sheridan E. Fry 

Graham Taylor of the Chicago Com- 
mons, 

Edward J. Tobin, county superintend- 
ent of schools. 

In general these persons point out that the 
figures, giving various sorts of details re- 
garding those killed and the methods of kill- 
ing, can be of much “ service to the living.” 
They point out the cost of recklessness. 


Procession of Cripples and Widows, 

Judge Kavanagh commented: 

“ Nowhere else on earth is human life and 
physical suffering held so cheap. There are 
about 13,500 common law suits now pending 
in the Circuit and Superior courts of Cook 
county. It is safe to say two-thirds of these 
are for death and injury. The procession 
ef cripples, widows and orphans is an irre- 
sistible appeal to every one to codperate in 
this great work in the interest of safeguard- 
ing human life.’’ 

Judge Fry limits his statement to his ex- 
perience in the “ speeders ”’ court, where he 
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has pase’ $e judgment upon tit upd €000¥ violators of 
the speed law. 

After giving a table of figures the judge 
says: 

‘One comes to the conclusion that not 
only is there no time of day but no section 
of the city of absolute safety.”’

AT SUNDAY EVENING CLUB 


Managing Editor of Toronto 
Globe Speaks on ‘‘Love and 
the Social Order.” 


“ The cries that come to us from Colorado, 
Los Angeles, and from other scenes of stri’e 
—cries for vengeance and for blood—are not 
the death knell of this republic, but are the 
birth pangs of a new democracy.” 

This was the sentiment which brought the 
first outburst of applause at the Sunday 
Evening club last evening in Orchestra hall 
during the address of James A. Macdonald, 

LL.D., managing editor of the Toronto 
Globe; who spoke on the subject: ‘‘ Love and 
the Social Order.” Repeated applause fol- 
lowed as he further emphasized the samo 
thought. 

“It is the call for social justice, for a 
man’s chance for every man that indicates 
the hope of a new day, and in no country isit 
felt more fully than in Great Britain,” he 
said. 

“It is not merely a cry for wages but deep 
down it is a demand for a man’s chance 
and for brotherhood. 


' Applaud Name of George. 

“Lioyd George ’’—the speaker was inter- 
rupted with applause at the mention of the 
name—** said to the people of Great Britain: 
‘ The stains on our national flag are as great 
if it floats over ill fed children in slums and 
over ill paid men and women living in in- 
sanitary houses as though it drooped on 
the field of battle.’

and damning if we repeat all the oppression 
and the injustice of Great Britain in our 
respective countries of the United States 
and Canada. 

‘“*Man's inhumanity to man has made 
thousands mourn. I know the cry of the 
unprivileged multitudes. I know also that 
wealth has its problems and there gre among 
the rich those who have a high dezire to do 
justice. For both classes there is no per- 
manent and adequate solution of the prob- 
lem that does not change the motives and 
viewpoint of men. 


Chance for the Church. 


“This is the church’s greatest chance—to 
reconstruct the brotherhood. It would re- 
vive again the old evangel and the old enthu- 
siasm. The modern church has as much as 
Peter, James, and John had. They had only 
an idea, but tat idea changed the Roman 
empire. It is for the church to recognize 
that ‘One is your master and ye are breth- 
ren’; that ‘By this shall all men know that 
ye are my disciples if ye love one another.’ 

‘* Cain tried to solve the problem of destroy- 
ing competition by killing his brother and 
then by denying his obligations by sneering, 
‘Am I my brother's keeper?’ Rome tried to 
solve the problem by the strong lording it 
over the weak. The cynics called brother- 
hood a beautiful dream that could never be 
fulfilled. 

‘‘ But Jesus set out to establish a brother- 
hood in which no man should eat his bread by 
the sweat of another man’s brow; where 
there should be no social parasites. high or 
low, but one in which a man should be min- 
istered to in proportion to his need and a 
man should serve in proportion to his pos- 
sassion of power. The realization of this 
brotherhood is the fulfillment of gospel, and 
it lies within the reach of the church.”

SHOW BIG LOSSES 


Exports Fall Off, Imports In- 
crease, and Cost of Liv- 
ing Is No Less. 


DEFICIT MAY BE RESULT. 


Grave Fears That Inc»me Tax 
Revenue Will Not Fill 
Up the Breach. 3 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Washington, D. C., May 10—[Special.J— 
Authoritative figures on the first six months’ 
operation of the Underwood-Simmons tariff 
law show that there has been an increase of 
imports, a decrease of exports, a falling off 
of revenues from tariff charges, and a slow- 
ing down of manufacturing business. 

The imports increased 37 per cent over the 
same period last year, while the exports de- 
Clined 31 per cent. Notwithstanding the in- 
crease in imports, practically all in food- 
stuffs, the cost of living has not gone down, 
On fresh meats, tor example, the price has 
soared 30 per cent since the duty was taken 
off. 

Coincident with the operation of the tariff 
* law is a deficit in the treasury of $37,097,955, 
as against a surplus of $7,395,706 last year. 
This deficit is attributed to the fact that the 
returns from the income tax have not begun 
to come in yet. The treasury department ex- 
pects them to more than make it up. 


Tax Receipts May Be Less. 

From reliable sources it is learned, how- 
ever, that notwithstanding this spoken op- 
timism, there are grave fears that the reve- 
nue from the income tax law will not be 
sufficient to make up the deficit from reduced 
tariff charges. 

Imports of manufactures have materially 
increased, the quantity of manufacturers’ 
materia! drawn from abroad has been great- 
ly reduced, and exports of American manu- 
factures have falien off. 

The value of finished manufactures im- 
ported in the six months’ operation of the 
law, Oct. 1 to April 1, is $228,000,000, against 
$215,000,000 in the same period of last year; 
the value of manufacturers’ material im- 
ported is $469,000,000, against $517,000,000 in 
the corresponcing months of last year; the 
value of manufactures exported is $541,000, - 
000, against $82,000,000 in the like period 
of last year, and the receipts from customs 
are only $140,000,000, against $165,000,000 in 
the same months of last year. 

The closing month of the period showed 
larger total imports than any other, $183,- 
000,000, against $133,000,000 in the first 
month. On the other hand, the exports of 
domestic products have steadily fallen, the 
figure for October, 1913, having been $269,- 
000,000, and in March, 1914, only $184,000,000. 


Striking Increase in Imports. 

In those articles of manufacture in which 
the duty was reduced, there has beena strik- 
ing increase in importation andin most cases 
a corresponding decrease in exportation, due 
apparently to the slowing down in produc- 
tion by American manufacturers. 

In tinplate, for example, on which the duty 
was decreased about one-third, the imports 
of the six months under the new tariff were 
over 35,000,000 pounds, against less than 
3,000,000 in the same months of last year, an 
increasé of 1,000 per cent, while the exports 
fell from 74,000,000 in the six months of last 
year to 43,000,000 pounds in the six months 
under the new 1a We 

The records of the six months show an im- 
portation of 85,000,000 pounds of fresh beef 
in that period, or about two ounces per month 
for each individual in the United States, but 
the official records of the department of com- 
merce show that the price at which the meat 
was imported was over 30 per cent higher in 
March under the new law than in September, 
the last month of the old law, while in many 
other of the articles on which duties were 
reduced the prices abroad were promptly 
advanced.

Bloomington, Ill., May 10.—[Special.]—Elijah 
Myers, a farm hand employed by Chas. Kingdon, 
rear Kappa, is accused of entering the bedroom of 
Kingdon while the farmer was taking a nap today, 
and shooting him through the head, inflicting a 
serious wound. Myers was captured. He is said 
to have been enraged over a reprimand for care- 
less work. He denies the shooting.

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KNOX OPPOSES TOLLS REPEAL 


Former Secretary Denies Clause 
Is in Violation of Treaty. 


FIGHTS BRITISH CLAIMS. 


Right of Nation to Exempt Coastwise 
Trade Declared Plain. 


Washington, D. C., May 10.—Philander C. 
Knox, secretary of state in President Taft's 
cabinet, who rejected Great Britair’s protest 
against the right of the United States to 
exempt American coastwise shipping from 
the payment of Panama canal tolls, tonight 
issued a public statement arguing against 
the exemption repeal bill mow under con- 
sideration in the senate. 

Primarily, Mr. Knox asserted that toll ex- 
emption for American coastwise ships is not 
in violation of the Hay-Pauncefote treaty as 
set forth in the protest of Sir Edward Grey, 
the British secretary of foreign affairs. He 
confined his discussion of the subject to the 
conclusion by President Wilson that it does 
violate the treaty. 


United States Stands Alone. 

Asserting that in any discussion of the 
president’s statement that the tolls act vio- 
lated the treaty or of Sir Edward Grey’s 
more specific claim that ‘‘ our freedom of 
action” in respect to the canal is limited by 
the Hay-Pauncefote treaty, Mr. Knox gaid 
“it is important to carry in mind that such 
limitation must either be found in the words 
of the treaty or arise by necessary and irre- 
sistible implication from the facts defining 
the relation of the parties to the treaty and to 
its subject.”

000,000, Mr. Knox further.declared in his 
preliminary argument: 

“ We alone are expending the untold mil- 
Mons necessary to fortify and protect the 
canal so that some belligerent, eager to se- 
cure the resulting advantage, may not de- 
stroy it; we alone are bearing the risk of 
losing all this investment as the result of 
some natural cataclystm, such as an earth- 
quake, against which no human agency can 
secure us; we alone have stood for what- 
ever of criticism has come from the manner 
of acquiring the canal zone—a criticism en- 
couraged and fostered by the class which 
now. seeks to turn over to Europe, as a gra- 
tuity, the benefits of our action; we alone 
have put the lUves of the flower of our army 
engineers and of thousands of American 
citizens through all the hazards and dangers 
ef fatal tropic maladies; and finally no other 
country has shared and does not propose to 
share one penny of this expenditure or any 
phase of any risk, connected with our stu- 
pendous undertaking. 


Denies Right to Britain. 


‘Surely upon these facts there arises no 
necessary implication that Great Britain is 
entitled to the benefits of this colossal work 
on the same and identical terms as we, the 
owners, the builders, the operators, the pro- 
tectors, and the insurers of the canal, or 
that Great Britain shall dictate how we shalb 
treat matters of purely local national trade 
and commerce, or that we shall be denied the 
rights in respect to our domestic commerce 
which it claims and exercises and which 
every other nation in the world possesses.” 

Calling attention to article 3 of the treaty 
upon which Great Britain bases its pro- 
test, Mr, Knox explained that it contains 
six rules, the first granting a privilege and 
the other five specifying conditions upon 
which that privilege is to be enjoyed. 

‘“* The canal shall be free and open to the 
vessels of commerce and of war of all na- 
tioms observing these rules’ is the language 
of the grant,”’ he continued. Quoting the 
rules which relate to war, he submitted 
that they did not apply to the United States.

AIM TO SIMPLIFY METHOD. 


Coupon and Registered Interest Slips 
to Be Colored. 


Washington, D. C.. May 10.—[{Special. ]— 
The treasury department tocay announced 
&@ revision of the whole list of ownership and 
exemption certificates used in connection 
with coupon and registered interest pay- 
ments in the administration of the income 
tax law. 

The purpose of this revision is to eliminate 
such repetitions as do not add to the value 
of the certificates and stancardize the cer- 
tificates as to the requirement of the name of 
the debtor, the cescription of the bonds, the 
date of maturity of interest. the amount of 
interest, and the exemption claimed, so as 
to have these items appear in the same place 
on all certificates 

Show Relation to Each Other. 

The items appear at the toy of ail certifi- 
Cates, anc the blanks for figures are so 
grouped as to show their natural relation to 
each other. 

The number of certificates is also much 
reduced. Form 101, revised for use of firms 
and organizations, will take the place of 
the present forms 1001. 1003, and 1018. Form 
1004, ownership certificate of nonresident 
aliens, takes the place of forms 1014 and 
1016. The new forms, 1058 and 1050, replace 
the ten substitute certificates now in use. 
A new fourm of certificates. 1060, has been 
authorized to meet the conditions arising 
from bonds of United States corporations 
owned by nonresident aliens. 

Paper of Different Color. 

As a further aid to the classification of 
certificates by debtors or withholding and 
paying agents, those claiming exemption are 
printed on yellow paper anc those not claim- 
ing exemption are printed on white paper 
Form 1002, the certificate used by banks and 
agencies when coupons are presented for 


collection, unaccompanied by certificates of 


ownership, is printed on gregp paper, and is 


to be treated by the debtor or its withhold- 
ing and paying agent the same as a certifi- 
cate claiming exemption.

that makes the outside foreign competitor 


tically a home market for German trade—is 
no more of an export fleld for the Germans 
than Canada is a foreign market for Ameri- 
can manufactures. 

The one most impressive thing about a 
business consideration of Austria is that 
German preéminence in Austrian trade, both 
coming and going, in a high protection area 
that is almost German itself, and that of 
itself practically constitutes a part of the 
German business empire, the newcomer to 
this rich field needs all the poacher’s nimble 
wits, for he is up against a market fenced 
in first of all by a high tariff, and then com- 
plicated by an outside trade control that has 
solved the problem of working through that 
tariff defense. 


Uncle Sam Second in List. 

Uncle Sam ranks second on Austria’s im- 
port list, with a sales total that ran to $60,- 
000,000 in 1913. Germany holds first place 
with four times that amount. 

There is mighty little satisfaction in that 
$60,000,000 credit to the United States—when 
Eighty per cent 
of it is in raw materials, with the single 
item of raw cotton, bought by Austria's tex- 
tile mills, alone amounting to nearly two- 
thirds of that $60,000,000 total. 

Uncle Sam’s manufactured goods have a 
long hill to climb before American export- 
ers can congratulate themselves—a climb 
that involves stiff competition with the pro- 
tected industries of Austria, and also with 
the strongly intrenched German interests. 
The job will call for the best selling ability 
of the American intruders, and the fight will 
be held in the front door yard of the Ger- 
m1 traders. 


triple Alliance Rules Business. 

That well known European political com- 
bination, the triple alliance, the union of 
Germany, Italy, and Austria-Hungary, is 
supposed to maintain the uneasy balance of 
Power in Europe, by watching the triple 
entente powers, Russia, England, and 
France, weighing down the other end of the 
European political see-saw. Not so well 
known are the business features of the triple 
alliance, not the ieast interesting of which 
fan be found hidden in this Austrian high 
tariff.

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ANOTHER QUAKE 
STRIKES SICILY 


Second Shock Centered About 
Randazzo, Where It Cre- 
ates a Panic. 


NOT YET KNOWN. 


LOSS 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

ROME, May 10.—There was another vio- 
lent earthquake in Sicily this afternoon, but 
it was in a different section from the one of 
Friday night. The shock was most severe 
at Randazzo, on the northwestern slope of 


' Mount Etna, 


some fifteen or twenty miles 
from the section affected by Friday’s shocks. 

There was a panic at Randazzo, which is 
a town of 10,000 inhabitants. Itisnot known 
whether there were any casualties as a re- 
sult of today’s shock. 

All the news in regard to Friday's shocks 
north of Catania is still confused and incom- 
plete. The telegraph lines have been par- 
tially repaired, but are working badly and 
are congested with government messages. 
Moreover, the survivors from the var:ous 
villages and hamlets are still palalyzed with 
fear and are unable to describe the disaster. 
The injured children will not allow the doc- 
tors to attend their wounds. Others are 
clamoring for relief, but will make no at- 
tempt to help themselves. 


Great Heat Hurts Refugees. 

The great heat now prevailing makes met- 
ters worse and is the cause of increased 
trouble for those who are trying to succor 
the injured and homeless. Water is scarce 
as well as food, and the rations distributed 
by the soldiers are not sufficient to go around. 

The heat is hastening the decomposition of 
dead bodies, and this will make it neces- 
sary fcr many of the soldiers to go to work at 
once in burying the dead and carrying out 
sanitary measures. The employment of 
troops in this work will hinder their relief 
work, while the ruined and congested roads 
and the interrutpion of railroad communica- 
tion still further increase the difficulties. 

The area of the zone devasted by Friday's 
earthquake is about two square miles. It is 
reported that the villages of Linera, Passo- 
pemo, Bongtardi, Pennisi, and Zerbati were 
practically obliterated. The rescuers have 
not yet reached many scattered farmhouses. 


No Americans Among Victims. 
Robert Y. Barkley, the United States vice 
consul at Catania, visited Linera today and | 
ascertained that there were no Americans 

among the sufferers by the earthquake. 

King Victor Emmanuel has given $20,000 

toward the work of relief. The government 

has authorized the distribution of an addi- 

tional $10,000, and private contributions are 
beginning to reach Prefect Minervini of 
Catania. The first $100 received by him was 
cabled over from America.

ON STREET GRABS 


Demands Its Property Along 
River Now Used Free by 
Private Interests.

REPORT BY OFFICIALS. 


The city of Chicago is beginning a cam- 
paign to win back its rights along the Chi- 
cago river. .4 report signed by L. E. Mc- 
Gann, commissioner of public works; Wal- 
ter G. Leininger, superintendent of streets; 
John D. Riley, superintendent of maps, and 
Henry V. McGurren, superintendent of com- 
pensation, will be submitted today to the 
committee on streets and alleys. 

The report shows private interests have 
gradually monopolized several street ends 
at the river front and have paid the city 
nothing in many cases. 

‘‘It is simply that the city now needs all 
street ends for pedestrians,’ said Mr. Mc- 
Gann. ‘' Probably where the ground is mere- 
ly used for storage the owner of the stuff 
will be notified to remove it. Where switch 
tracks have been made the city may demand 
compensation.”

RIOT IN CHURCH 


Causes General Fight 
During Services. 


LEADER TRIES TO TALK. 


New York, May 10.—[Special.]—A dozen 
Socialists, headed by Bouck White, head of 
the Church of the Social Revolution, were 
peaten and thrown out of Calvary Baptist 
church, which John D. Rockefeller attends, 
when White tried to speak at this morning's 
service. 

Ushers seized and dragged White up the 
aisle while he clawed at every pew and 
pillar and braced his feet to hold back. The 
whole congregation was on its feet, and cries 
of * Let him talk,”’ “‘ Shame, shame,’’ and 
‘Put him out; this is the house of God,”’ re- 
echoed all over the church. 

A half a dozen fights started immediately 
between ushers and White's followers. A 
lieutenant of Frank Tannenbaum, the I. W. 
W. leader, was picked up by ushers and 
thrown bodily from the church vestibule to 
the sidewalk. He landed on his face and 
hands. 


Invaders Clubbed by Police. 

Emmanuel Lopes, a Portuguese, whu had 
not entered the church, was surrounded by 
police on the sidewalk and beaten with fists 
and billies until several teeth had been 
knocked out and one eye was unrecognizable. 
One stranger was beaten by ushers and 
police in the vestibule until he stood helpless 
with blood running over the floor. A mem- 
ber of the congregation, who arose hastily 
and started up the aisle, had a hand clapped 
over his mouth and his arms pinned to his 
side until he explained who he was. 
White and eleven others were arrested, 
charged with disorderly conduct and inter- 
fering with a religious service, and locked 
up. The Rev. Dr. Cornelius Woelfkin, the 
pastor, who had stood silent in the pulpit 
throughout the riot, went on with his sermon 
as 900n as the rumpus had been transferred 
to the sidewalk. 
Neither J. D. Rockefeller nor his son wag 
at the service. 


Picket Rockefeller Country Home, 
Sixteen agitators, twelve men and four 
women, in charge of Arthur Carson, went to 
Tarrytown this morning and proceeded to 
Pocantico hills, where they picketed the 
entrances of the Rockefeller estate until 1 
o'clock. 

They were greeted by four guards at each 
gate, all armed with clubs and guns. The 
marchers split up in two parties, one guing 
to the entrance of J. D. ju@ior’s home. while 
the others paraded in front of the entrance 
to the home of J. D. senior. 

Shortly after the agitators arrived there 
came near being serious trouble. The party 
near John. D. junior’s gate, in which were 
four men and a woman, who termed her- 
self “ The Little Rebel.” were walking near 
the lake as Jack Raddans, a radicalist, and 
another agitator came along. 

The four negro guards with clubs ran up 
to the spot to find the gir! had not climbed the 
fence, but was upina tree.

Must Work at Start. 

‘Bach congressional district is entitled to 
one state central committeeman, elected at 
the primary election. They elect one of their 
number chairman, with all of the powers in- 
cident to that office. This committee has un- 
limited control of the campaign of the party 
throughout the state. 

“If the women of Illinois really mean busi- 
ness, here is the place to do their work—get 
in en the ground floor. With just a little at- 
tention the women of the state can capture 
the Democratic, Progressive, and Repub- 
lican party organizations, because, ordi-

** It is rather discouraging to have Chicago 
contribute a beggarly baker’s dozen votes 
to the dry cause in the legislature. Chicago 
comes to the legislature with a long program 
of its own which it will not get until it be- 
gins to recognize downstate rights. The 
trouble with Chicago, like New York, is that 
it is provincial and does not know the mighty 
movement that is sweeping the rest of the 
state. 

“ Dry Chicago should organize. You will 
be surprised at how few votes it takes to 
turn the trick. The great mass of the elec- 
torate pays no attention to politics. There 
are enough church people in every district 
to swing an election.”

HEN, in thé bedroom scene of a farce, 
the Irish maidservant appears with a 
spacious laundry basket, you may, 
with reasonable confidence, wager that 
ere long this receptacle will contain 
an actor. 

The laundry basket has been a popular haven 
for comic profligates since the days of the 
Fat Knight, and no doubt before that period, 
and it has served also in numerous variants.

Secreted therein he agitates 
his jealous wife, his unwilling hostess, and her 
suspicious husband. Among the laugh-inspiring 
incidents of the complication is the tenor’s 
drunken attempt to undress himself and to don 
a suit of blue pajamas. Doors open and shut 
in the dubious rhythm of farce, there is a great 
bustling to and fro, suspected infidelities are 
discussed with appropriate candor, and all the 
other things common to farce of this venerable 
genre occur, once it gets into motion, which is 
not until late in the evening.

The first performance of the play was also 
the debut of Miss Ray Cox as 2 regular actress. 
For eight years or thereabout Miss Cox has en- 
livened vaudeville theaters by ascending into 
the flies in a variety airship and there be 
coming nauseated, a condition which she dis- 
cussed with the usual happy results.

Hers is a talent 
worth exploiting. She has a personality both 
forceful and charming and these qualities 
speak in her playing. She has a remarkably 
neat and facile technic. Her tone has char- 
acter and vitality, as well as sweetness. Melo- 
dies sung by her ‘cello have that indefinable 
impulse that convinces; some trick of rhythm, 
a quaint accent, an unexpected inflection, holds 
the attention and quickens the sympathies of 
the listener.

In short, Miss Poppe possesses every me- 
chanical requirement of her art plus the divine 
epark. This convicticn was formed after hear- 
ing her play an air by a previously unknown 
composer named Hure, Davidoff’s familiar 
“Am Springbrunnen,” a paraphrase of a Rus- 
sian folk song by the concert giver, an Hun- 
garian rhapsody by Popper, and a gavotte by 
the same master. The Hure air is quite the 
most important addition to the literature of 
the instrument of recent years, perhaps be- 
cause its composer has not hesitated to avail 
himself of certain of Debussy’s interesting dis- 
coveries. Her program contained, further, the 
Strauss sonata for piano and ‘cello and the 
Saint-Saéns A minor concerto. 

As assisting artist appeared Henlot Levy, 
the resident Polish pianist, who presented a 
group of Chopin's compositii ns which included 
the ballade in G minor, nocturns in B major, 
and etude in C sharp minor Op, 10, and the 
Schumann “Oarneval.”

One had the 
feeling that Mr. Levy had played them so often 
that their meanings had become blurred. Also 
it is possible that nervousness interfered to 
some extent, as there were sundry inacuracies.

In the Fine Arts theater Mrs. Augusta Alberti, 
American contralto, and Eugene de Rippard, 
French ‘cellist, presented themselves for the 
first time in recital before a Chicago audience.

“EFFICIENTLY CARELESS?” 
EXPERT SAYS YOU SHOULD BE. 


Ethical Society Lecturer Recommends 
Reading of Dollie Dialogues and 


Diversions as Necessary Relaxation. 


Are you “efficiently careless’’? Then read 
the Dollie diaiogues and cultivate the feel- 
ing of abandon. <In a “plea for carelessa- 
ness’ yesterday before the Chicago Ethical 
society, Horace J. Bridges recommended 
these diversions. 

“To be efficiently careless is to be effi- 
clently careful,’’ said Mr. Bridges. “ To re- 
tain a sound balance one must not spread 
over too much area and multiply spheres of 
attention. Few have the ability to attempt 
a range of interests. 

“ The relation of fatigue and efficiency has 
been studied scientfically and you cannot 
get 100 per cent of efficiency longer than two 
hours at atime. As soon as one works at a 
longer stretch, he loses. By listening to 
music, reading, and relaxing at intervals 
this efficiency is retained. Then the worker 
is able to control the channels in which his 
attentign is directed. A man must have a 
center of quiet within himself in which to 
retire.”’ 

Mr. Bridges said that London had many 
centers of quiet which he would seek for the 
summer months. He advised the members 
of the Ethical society to go likewise on bodilv 
and spiritual holidays.

Middleman Is a Handicap. 
The growth of American sales in the future 


will be a matter of direct representation in 
Austria, in charge of an Austrian, if notin | 
the hands of an American himeelf. The mid- 
dleman is the slowing up factor who con- 
stitutes the present greatest obstacle to our 
foreign trade extension in Europe. Heisof , 
course entitled to the middleman’s profit, and 
that profit is something the Austrian buyer 
never forgets nor forgives. 

The American lines already successfully 
introduced in Austria deal direct, cut out the 
expensive middleman, increase their own 
profit margin, and lower the prices to the | 
Austrian buyers. That policy wins heavily. 

Most of these middlemen are German, and 
despite the close relations existing between 
Germany and Austria, the Austrian attitude | 
is decidedly against any German inter- 
mediary. In fact, there is no love lost be- 
tween the business men of the two countries. 
One way to learn that is to mistake an Aus- 
trian for a German and fall into permanent 
disfavor for the error. 


American Auto Tires Win Out. 

Automobile tires of American manufacture 
have been successfully introduced in Aus- 
tria and sold against local protected pneu- 
matics, as well as against German, Italian, 
and French competition. The job has been 
done by selling on quality and service, but 
not on cheapness. 

The American goods have been backed with 
a fixed price, square dealing policy that was 
absolutely different from the practice of 
other tire competitors. After four years the 
Austrian agent for one big American com- 
pany is selling all the tires he can obtain, 
trade increasing every day, and this despite 
a heavy import duty. Incidentally, steel 
studded tires have a tremendous vogue in 
Austria, and Hungary as well. They con- 
stitute a big fraction of the total tire sales. 
The chains are never seen. 


Motorcycle Trade a Gamble. 

Some American motorcycles are selling, 
but the ultimate success of the American 
machine now on the market is prob:ematic 
because of the carelessness or lack of un- 
derstanding on the part of our home manu- 
facturer. Machines are shipped [cash in ad- 
vance] without adjustment and testing, leav- 
ing that very important work to be done on 
arrival in Austria. The practice is one of 
the best ways to court trouble, with a factory 
4,000 miles away and an eager, impatient 
customer waiting to be off on the wonderful 
new American machine. Then trouble, dis- 
eatisfaction, disgust eneue at each adjust- 
ment delay, until sales growth is lamed. 

At home this firm preaches that a satis- 
fied owner is the best advertisement for its 
machine, and straightway forgets that pol- 
icy in starting foreign trade. 


Chance for Square Dealer. 
Some other American motorcycle manufac- 
turer will come along some one of these
